of thé convehtion. 
. The "old guard," led by State Chair- 
man Woodruff and William 
Barnes, 
jr., of Albany, encompassed the defeat 
of Colonel Roosevelt, whom several of 
the state leaders charged 
with 
at- 
tempting to dictate the fortunes of the 
republican party in the state. 
! Colonel Roosevelt ' could not be seen 
thi safternoon. as he left his office at 
an early hour. 
Among the delegates 
voting for Theodore Roosevelt as'tem- 
porary chairman were Lloyd C. Gris- 
com. United States marshal; William 
Henkel, appraiser of customs: George 
Wahamaker, secretary of state; Sam- 
uel S. Kçenig, naval officer; J. J. H 
Cracke, 
-^Representative 
William 
S 
Bennett and Collectop or Internal Rev 
enue Charles W. Andèrson. 


Opposed to

Roosevelt 
were, 
among others:

Little, William Barnes, jr., of Albany 
former State Commissioner of Public

How It Happened. 
' After the .neeting had been called 
to Oder and the time and place for 
the .state convention chosen, Wm. J. 
Barnes, Jr., of Albany," offered a reso- 
lution presenting the name of Vice 
President 
Sherman 
for 
temporary 
ehOiirman 
of 
the 
state 
convention. 
LlOyd. C. Griscom moved to substi- 
tute'thé name of Col. Roosevelt, and 
«Jéo : pioved that the vote be post- 
• po'rred - until later. 
Aftër much 
de- 
bate the'motion to ^poBvpone was de- 
feated by a vote of i2 to 28. The res- 
olution to make Col. Roosevelt texn 
porary chairman was then lost 'by a 
vote.of 20 to 15 following which Vice 
Ptesldent Sherman was unanimously 
chosen for temporary presiding offi- 
ce): 6f the convention, Lloyd C. Gris- 
com and Henry Mack, of New York, 
not voting. 
The state committee then 
adJoWned to meet Monday evening, 
September 26 at Saratoga. 


Griscom Plainly Nettled. 


Comnjenting upon the action of the 
committee in rejecting the name of 
former jpresident Roosevelt, Mr. Gris- 
com said: 


"I presented 
the name of former 
President Roosevelt after 
consulting 
him. 
The p^ce 
of 
the 
temporary 
chairman was obviously his not only 
hy virtue of his having been presi- 
dent of the United States, but by the 
signal services rendered 
by him 
to 
the , republican 
party 
in New 
York 
•tate. 
Mr. ÎRoosevelt was anxious to 
engage In' the political campaign in 
this state, and his name at the head 
of 
the convention 
would have 
lent 
extraordinary 
prestige to the 
meet- 
Inar and been of incalculable value to 
the party throughout the state. 
The 
.action foreshadows a great many pri- 
,lrt"aiy contests, as it is obvious that 
'those voting to deny him the (>ffice of 
temporary chairman will have to ac- 
count to the enrolled republicans of 
their respective districts for their ac^ 
tlon.

Each Charges Other With 
ralsification During a 
Tempestuous Debate. 


Indianapolis, Aug, 16.—Charges and 
countercharges flew back and forth in 
the special international miners^ con- 
vention today when President Thomas 
L. Lewis took the floor to have his 
"inning" and was followed by Presi- 
dent. John Walker, of the Illinois dis- 
trict. Lewis intimated that Walker had 
lied and Walker flatly declared the in- 
ternational president 
had 
told un- 
truths. 


Lewis began his side of 
the case 
after the credentials committee 
had 
made a continued report and when a 
delegate interrupted, rapped^ the con- 
vention to order and declared he was 
"going to have his say." 
At the out- 
set the president charged that "some 
district officials had deliberately lied 
to the men to gain their point" and 
declajied all dissenters jrfiould be 
pelled from the organisation. 


After reviewing, the history of the 
organization and declaring he was op- 
posed to the miners paying the shot- 
flrere, which point is the cause of the 
strike In Illinois, Lewis declared the 
statement of President White, of Iowa, 
that the calling of the convention was 
a monumental blunder, showed lack of 
sound judgment. 
He 
defended 
the 
calling of the special session, which he 
said was for the purpose of fixing an 
assessment and to discipline the rebels 
in the order. 


Cheers Are Redoubled. 


The cheers which 
greeted 
L<ewis 
jwhen he sat down 
were 
redoubled 
when President Walker mounted the 
platform to make his reply. 
In the 
beginning Walker fired a broadside at 
the international organizers by saying 
that back in 1897 he organized 
his 
local and did not receive $3 a day and 
expenses fo,r the 
work. 
Continuing 
along this line he declared he did not 
have an ax to grind and that he would 
not be a candidate for International 
president, 
as 
had 
been 
reported. 
Walker read a number of letters writ- 
ten to Lewis, asking that the Illinois 
strike be indorsed, and Lewis' replies. 
He said Lewis had evaded making the; 
indorsement and 
declared 
President 
Lewis had lied to the men regarding 
the questions. 
After declaring that he 
had beeen watching Lewis as closely 
as he had the Illinois operators and 
found that it paid him and charging 
that the credentials 
committee 
was 
being held open to permit internation- 
al organizers and Lewis men to obtain 
seats in the convention. Walker closed 
his reply with a plea that the conven- 
tion indorse the strike in Illinois.

I was charged with grand 
larceny and as sure as God is in Heav- 
en I was innocent and I am also sure 
that many a man in state's prison is 
innocent. 
The day is not far when 
some of the above mentioned name.s 
will be a thing of the past.

sults. 
It is a disgrace to the world to 
see a married man taken from his fam- 
ily just because certain people goes to 
the district attorney and swears they 
were swindled."

LeBlanc Easily Covers Fifty 
Mile Flight Ahead of 
Birds. 


Cincinnati, Aiig. 16.—Suits 
aggre- 
gating more 
than a million 
dollars 
were filed here today against Newman 
Erb, a New York attorney, on behalf 
of Rudolph and Leopold 
Kleybolte, 
former brokers of this city. 
One suit 
alone would dispose of |1,100,000. 
In 
another the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road is made a joint .defendant with 
Erb. 
The litigation-grows out of the 
formation of a liquidating trusteeship 
of the old firm of Kleybolte & Co. 


In general the allegations are that 
Erb, although 
active 
trustee, 
was 
found in an adverse instead of friendly 
attitude toward the interests which he 
was supposed to conserve and that as 
a result of his deals the interests of 
the members of the Arm and of the 
creditors have been endangered. 


One of the questions involved " the 
sale of the Wisconsin railroad to the 
Canadian Pacific; another the recent 
purchase of the Chicago, Cincinnati & 
Louisville by the Chesapeake & Ohio 
road. 
The plaintiffs ask for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver to take over 
the assets held by the trusteeship, an 
accounting by the trustees and 
the 
recovery of more than a million dollars 
which they claim should have accrued 
to the firm instead of to individuals. 
When the trusteeship was formed two 
years ago, the assets of the brokerage 
firm were given as $8,250,000 and the 
liabilities as $7,200,000.

Spanish Steamer Goes Down 
át the Entrance to 
Gibraltar, 


STRUCK A GERMAN 
STEAMER IN A FOG 


Thirty-Two Victims of Dis- 
aster Were from List 
of Passengers. 


Gibraltar, August 16.—The Spanish 
steamer Martos foundered this morn- 
ing off Tarifa, at the entrance to the 
straits of Gibraltar, after « collision 
with the German steamer Elsft. 


Thirty-nine were drowned, of whom 
32 were passengers. 
The 
survivors 
were landed here. 


A dense fog prevailed at the time 
of the collision. 


Nine of the victims upon the Mar- 
tos were first cabin passengers, the, 
other 23 passengers 
who 
perished 
were in the steerage. 
The bow of the 
Elsa was stove in by the collision and 
her 
forepeak 
filled 
quickly 
with 
water. 
The steamer, however, man- 
aged to keep afloat. 


The Martos was a small steamer of 
104« -tons- net-engaged^ in the coast- 
ing traffl& She was built^xt IJundee, 
Scotland, in 1883, ahd waif'234 feet 
.long. 
Her port of registry was Val- 
encia, Spain. 


The Elsa, a German tramp steamer, 
is even smaller, registering only 494 
tons. 
She sailed from Abo, a river 
port on the Niger, In Africa, on July 
20. for Valencia, and was last 
re- 
ported passing Gibraltar on August 3.

uation. For a hundred dollars he has 
bought whole sections of land. 
This 
man, who is only one of many start- 
ing with no capital, now owns many 
acres- for which he paid the Indians 
tio adequate compensation.

Huntington, Ind., Aug. 16.—By the 
death of Gabriel Godfrey, late chief of 
the tribe of Miami Indians, Joe Engle- 
man, of this county, becomes the un- 
disputed chief of the Miamis. Joe haa 
always been the real chief as he ia the 
first direct male descendant of To- 
pe-ah (Francis Lafontalne), the fa- 
mous chief of the Miamis, the last of 
a lineage of acknowledged leaders. 


Gabriel Godfroy alwaya claimed the 
chieftainship but to this he was not 
entitled except that he was the "war 
chief," but second to the national or 
tribal chief, which has been Joe En- 
gleman, and the latter will now plalm 
the honor. 
.. 


Joe Engleman's mother is Archangel 
Engleman, the daughter of To-pe-ah 
(Francis 
Lafontelne), 
consequently 
Joe is the oldest direct descendant of 
the real national chief of ^ e Miamis 
and upon him falls the manue of chief- 
tainship by virtue of the royal blood in 
his veins. 


Chief Tq-pe-ah died when he was 
thirty-seven. At that time he weighed 
over 360 pounds. Joe wae bom March 
19, 1865, making him now forty-flve 
years of age—older than his gi^nd.- 
father was when death

away. 
Joe's mother, the only living 
child of the chief, would 
naturally 
receive the honor of her father a» chief 
ruler and* from hei| it goes to. her old- 
est son, Joe.

William J. QtLynor was bom 
at 
Whitestown, N. Y.. 
fltty-nine 
years 
ago, the son of a farmer, the Gayiior. 
family being of English-Irish çtpck. He 
was educated at'Whitestown seinlnaiT 
and later at Boston, ' and intend^ in 
youth, it was said, to enter thè priest- 
hood . of. the. Ronaan Catholic^: cb^urcli, 
even going so 
far 
as 
to begin his 
studtes Tindér the Christian- Brothers. 
Little is known a6om tKat périod or 
his life, but at all events he did not 
become à priest. 


Hé taught school In Boston, and afU 
erward took up the study of ; law in 
TTtlca, wmovlng to Brooklynvin-ISTS to 
continue. his studies. While sO doing 
he engâgéd'in newspaper work. 


He was admitted to the bar in Ì878 
and went to live in FÌatbush. then a 
separate community In thè, coàtrol of 
corrupt politicians. ', Gaynta- studied 
his surrouhdlftgs and ìiscértali»d that 
Flathush had forty llquoir saloons, ;>ut 
only one 
license. 
He 
got 
evidence 
aga.lnst the saloons, had theit^ proprie- 
tors arrested ^|lnd^ compelled them to 
take outjlcenses. 


' Defeats the JBesa Element. 
Then he Càlled thè better element to:^ 
gether and a reform' ticket , was nomi- 
nated at the net 
election. 
Though 
both 
political 
machine» 
combined 
against 
the 
reformers, the 
latter's 
ticket gained ; a decisive victory and 
Gay nor was appointed police commis- 
sioner by tHe towm board. 


His most notable achievement in this 
capacity was the . manner in which he 
closed several illegal roadhouses on 
the Ocean parkway. Hè procured evi- 
dence against these places and suc- 
ceeded in convicting their proprietors 
all within sixty days. 


Gaynor went to live in Brooklyn in 
1885 and soon found himself arrayed 
against Hugh McLaughlin, thè demo- 
cratic boss. 
His opportunity to fight 
McLaughlin came in 1889, when the 
town of New Lots 
was 
annexed to 
Brooklyn. 
The boss and his friends, 
with the peculiar foresight which men 
of their stripe often display, purchased 
through dummies for $185,000 the Long 
Island Water company In New Lots, 
with the purpose of selling it to Brook- 
lyn. Indeed, they had contracted with 
Alfred C. Chapin, mayor of Brooklyn, 
to purchase the company, on behalf of 
the city for about $1,500,000. 


Gaynor denounced 
the 
deal as a 
swindle and said he would stop it. He 
induced one of his clients. •William 
Zlegler, to allow the use of his name 
In a taxpayer's suit to prevent the 
consummation of the deal. 
The ring 
fought back and the suit was carried 
to the highest court In the state, to the 
discomfort, of the McLaughlins, 
who 
were defeated. 
A commission after- 
ward appraised the property at $570,- 
000, so nearly 
$1,000,000 
had 
been 
saved to Brooklyn and the ring had 
lost that amount. 


Forces Roads to Pay $1,000,000. 


The elevated roads of Brooklyn had 
up to that time neglected to pay taxes 
and the city ofBcers refused to sell the 
property for nonpayment; but Gaynor, 
determined to make the companies 
obey the law, brought 
a taxpayers' 
suit, and about $1,000,000 was paid in- 
to the city treasury, mfich to the as- 
tonishment of McLaughlin's men. 


Citizens of Brooklyn wanted Gaynor 
to run for mayor, but he declined and 
took a nomination from the republi- 
cans and Independent democrats for 
justice of the supreme court. 
His 
election, and those of Chiles A. Schle- 
ren, fusion candidate for mayor, and 
his associates 
on the ticket, was a 
sweeping victory, the McLaughlin ring 
being driven out of power. 


The downfall of the Brooklyn boss 
was coincident with the annihilation 
of John Y. McKane, the defiant demo- 
cratic ruler of Coney island. On elec- 
tion day Gaynor sent watchers to the 
polling places, having first procured 
an injunction which forbade interfer- 
ence with them. 
McKane's henchmen 
threw the watchers out of the polling 
booths, and the boss himself made the 
most famous remark of his life; 
"In- 
junctions don't go here," 


Sends Boss to Prison. 


That remark practically sent Mc- 
Kane to prison. After election Gaynor 
got the government to appoint special 
deputy attorneys general, in order to 
take the prosecution out of the hands 
of the boss ridden local district attor- 
ney, and he threw himself into the 
work with energy. McKane was sen- 
tenced to seven years, sixteen of his 
followers were imprisoned, 
and the 
value 
of the injunction 
as a legal 
weapon was vindicated. 


Among thé famous cases which Gay- 
nor decided while justice of the New 
York supreme court were those regard- 
ing 5 cent fares and. Sunday base ball. 
In both of these cases, it was alleged 
by enemies of Gaynor. he handed down 
decisions which were conflicting. While 


on the supreme bench Gaynor was op- 
posed by many other justices because 
of the freedom with which he criticised 
their opinions In public. He also earn- 
ed the enmity of many public ofiiclal^ 
by the open manner 4n which he ex- 
.posed frauds an^ corrupUon in public 
offlce.; One pf the leading cases of this 
sor^ "was the attack ' he made upon 
Chief of T?olice Bingham, of New York, 
which finally- led to the deposition of 
the chief by Mayor McClellan. 


(jiaynor Was sought as a candidate 
oi both the leading parties in'the %tata 
for many offices, but he refused to en- 
ter'.the race-until the last mayoralty 
contest.' Nominiated by the Tammany 
forces and supported by fusion forces, 
-he'-was elected. 
Then 
he 
began to 
demonstrate his Independence. 
Tam- 
many men were given offices only on 
merit, and Gaynor went Into all parties 
to ge bis aids. 


Gaynor Cold in Bearing. 
• Gaynor lives the life, and has the 
manner of a crusader. He Is a repel- 
lent man to meet. •• There is nothing 
pleasant about him except his face, 
which is so handsome and good to look 
at that it does not prepare you for the 
cold, • uninviting matter that will fol- 
low. Between Gayuor's handsome face 
and bright eyes and ^is cold, 
slow 
speech there is an antagonism. 


He 
has 
no 
amusements, 
except 
walking. 
One morning at daybreak a 
Williamsburg lawyer, a chum of his, 
was awakened by a ring at the bell. 
Nobody else In the house was awake 
and the lawyer finally put his head out 
of the window. 
There on the street, 
outlined in the dim dawn, was Gay- 
nor. 
' 


"I just walked over here." sair-Gay- 
nor, who lives several miles away," to 
ask you to take a stroll with me." 


"Good heavens, judge. It's too early," 
protested his friend. 


"Nonsense," said. Gaynor.

New York, Aug. 16.—Surrounded by 
nearly two hundred eager little girls 
and with a bright cooing baby In her 
arms. Dr. L#aura M. 
Riegelman 
has 
clearly 
demonstrated 
the 
absolute 
necessity 
of rearing 
and 
caring 
for 
young children along scientiflc lines. 
To make her lecture more interesting 
the doctor, with the aid of a trained 
nurse, bathed and 
dressed 
a 
baby 
who, perhaps because she was on ex- 
hibition, didn't even whimper. 


The 
lecture 
was 
given in 
public 
school No. 33, in the heart of the tene- 
ment district, in Hayward street, near 
Broadway, 
Brooklyn. 
The 
baby, 
ai 
strong, rosy cheeked little girl, was a 
striking contrast to the anxious "littlti 
mothers," the majority of whom looked 
as If the 
stern 
grip 
of 
need 
had 
many times stared them in the face. 
To some of these the sight of a baby 
In a little bathtub was a novelty, but 
to others it was merely a case of wit- 
nessing 
that 
which 
they 
themselves 
had performed many times, but in a 
different manner. 


First, the water was tested with a 
thermometer, and being found too hot, 
was lowered to 98 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Many of the children had never seen a 
bath thermometer and handled the In- 
strument 
with great curiosity. 
Miss 
Whiting, the nurse in charge, showed 
the children how to keep a baby's eyes 
and mouth washed, laying stress 
on 
the need of the use of borax. 


In dressing the child Dr. Riegelman 
told the children that, contrary to the 
general belief, babies should wear as 
few clothes in summer as possible. 


"Petticoats," 
said 
the 
physician, 
"should be entirely eliminated. 
I have 
found that mothers dress their 
chil- 
dren entirely too much 
in 
summer. 
They forget that a child does not need 
so much clothes as a grown 
person. 
For 
some 
unaccountable 
reason 
it 
seems 
to be the general 
impression 
that the little 
flannel 
band should be 
tightly 
fastened. 
This generally 
re- 
sults In colic and in many 
instances 
gastritis. 
The baby 
cries, 
but 
the 
mother, • ignorant of the cause, believes 
that the child Is hungry, although it 
may have been fed only an hour be- 
fore. 
Is it any wonder that an over- 
fed child 111 with.the colic should cry? 


Perhaps the gravest mistake of the 
mother lies In overfeeding her child. 
When a baby cries, whether it be hun- 
gry or not, it should not be fed more 


than every two or three hours. 
Water 
boiled and then cooled will stop the 
crying and will satisfy the child. 


Could parents be made to realize the 
dangers that follow a bottle fed baby 
few would care to run the risk. 
The 
statistics of the board of health show 
that on the list of infant 
mortality 
there are the names of nine bottle fed 
children to one that receives the nat- 
ural mother's milk. 
However, 
there 
are instances 
where 
it is 
absolutely 
necessary to raise the baby on a bottle. 
To mothers of these I would say give 
the child bottled cow's milk, delivered 
fresh every day and kept on ice until 
required. 
After every meal the baby's 
bottle should be washed 
thoroughly, 
then boiled for ten minutes in a solu- 
tion of borax and water. 
The nipple 
should be turned inside out and vigor- 
ously scrubbed witji a brush in boracic 
acid. 


Dr. Riegelmaii laid particular Stress 
on the necessity of keeping a child In 
the open air, but warned the children 
against allowing the sun to shine in 
the baby's eyes. 


The lecturer is one of the committee 
of the Public Health Protective asso- 
ciation, and has been connected yWlth 
the board of health for the last three 
years. 
During that time she has vis- 
ited daily five schools, all of which are 
situated in the heart of the tenement 
district. 
The children attending these 
schools are for the rtiost part foreign- 
ers, In many Instances Italians 
and 
Polish Jews of the poorer classes. 
Of 
the two hundred children In the class 
who heard the lecture there were prob- 
ably a half 
dozen who looked as if 
their parents were comparatively well 
to do. 
The youngsters were at least 
healthy looking. 
The others, however, 
were pale faced and 
poorly 
dressed. 
Some were alone, but the greater num- 
ber carried babies ranging in age from 
two months to two years. 
But in every 
instance 
the 
same 
eagerness 
and 
anxiety to learn was manifested. 
A 
few of the children had come just to 
hear the doctor, whose presence i? so 
fully appreciated in the poorer quar- 
ters of the city. 


Dr. Riegelman is a graduate of the 
Woman's Medical college of New 
York, 
of 
the 
Woman's 
Medical 
college 
of 
Baltimore and of the Johns 
Hopkins 
university. 
She has been a 
member 
of the visiting staff of nearly 
every 
leading hospital in Brooklyn and' New 
York.

until Dr. Crlppen and Miss Leneve re- 
turn. 
The mangled remains, supposed 
to be those of Belle 
Elmore, 
were 
again viewed by the. 
jury 
and 
tbe 
hearing opened with a brief recital of 
the known facts in the case by Mr. 
Schroeder, who intimated that the in 
quiry was apt to be a protracted one. 
Solicitor Arthur Newton, who was re 
tained by friends of Dr. Crlppen, and 
whose, services were accepted by the 
latter by cable, was in attendance on 
behalf of Dr. Crlppen. 
Solicitor J. H. 
Watts represented Miss Leneve. 


New Witness Heard.

of congress to investigate and make a 
report on wages and 
the 
prices 
of 
commodities. 


VigoVous attack 
Is made 
in 
the 
minority 
members' 
report on 
almost 
all the reasons given by the majority 
in 
its report, 
submitted 
some 
time 
ago, as to the cause for the advance in 
prices. 


"We are without 
sufficient 
data," 
say the minority members In their re- 
port just completed, "to apportion the 
degree of responsibility between these 
three causes, but that the two first are 
the 
chief 
malefactors 
we 
have 
no 
doubt, and they are of our own creation 
or permission." 


Tariff Taxed to 
Consumer. 


After attacking, one a t a time, the 
fifteen 
principal" causes 
contributing, 
according to the majority report, 
to 
the high cost of living, the 
minority 
members take up the tariff. 
The re- 
sult of protection, 
they 
declare, 
is 
'great fortunes for the few and great 
suffering for the many. 


"We believe," they say, "that 
thi» 
amount of the tariff is added -to the 
price and taxed to the consumer; that 
but for the tariff the commodities we 
buy upon which that tax is laid would 
be cheaper, approximately to the ex- 
tent of the tariff: and that when we 
do not buy the Imported article thei, 
protected manufacturer puts approxi- 
mately the amount of It on the goods 
produced by him." 


Showing the effect of the tariff 
on 
prices, they Instance sugar, on which 
the New York consumer, 
they 
say, 
pays more than the London consumer 
by the difference between 
the 
sugar 
tariffs In the two countries, plus 17 
cents a 100 pounds. 
' 


"It Is scarcely necessary," they add, 
"to 
mention 
the Iniquitous 
woolen 
schedule—^where the tariff rates are so 
high on these necessities of our people 
as to practically preclude any foreign 
competition with the, Amerl^ian manu- 
facturer, except on high-priced goods 
purchased by the wealthier consumer, 
who can, to some 
extent, 
disregard 
price." 


Trusts Are Protected. 


Taking u p the subject of trusts, com- 
binations and monopolies, they declare 
that "there a r e -few trusts- that could 
survive 'a-reVenup;;^riff. ,>They 
flourish 
only uade^ tihe shadow of high protec- 
tive -vmlls., Standing behind these walls 
that shut off forelern competition and

"That they r ^ u c e cost of production 
seems certain, %ut it is in rare cases 
that the public or the laborers 
em- 
ployed by them participate in the en- 
larged profit. 
So enormous have been 
their profits that we find organizations 
springing up all over the country, like 
the Elgin Board of Trade, the whole- 
sale grocers, lumber 
dealers—associa- 
tions that have contributed largely to 
the advance in prices and the frauds 
perpetrated by "manufacturers of cer- 
tain goods in reducing the weight of 
contents of packages from 20 to 50 per 
cent and maintaining the same price. 


Citfs Great Britain. 


"The fear that wages would fall if 
the tariff were>emoved, and the fall in 
prices would not be a clear gain 
tu 
the consumer," they say, "is not war- 
ranted by the experience 
of 
Great 
Britain. 
Great Britain is a free trade 
nation, and it is the most prosperous 
nation in the world except our own. 
Shoals of emigrants from tariff-ridden 
nations go to England to work. 
Bu 
Englishmen do not emigrate to these 
countries because the standard of liv- 
ing is lower. 


"It is well seen that the abolition of 
the tariff In England did 
not 
bring 
down the rat© of wages. 
Neither would 
it in this country. 
If we remove the 
obstruction, allowing prices to sink to 
their natural 
level, the question 
of 
wages will take care of itself." 


Replying to the majority's statement, 
in its report, that an 
"increased 
de- 
mand for farm products" Is a cause of 
advancing prices, the minority 
mem- 
bers 
cite that 
crops have 
increased 
steadily within the last ten years. Not- 
withstanding the increase in the price 
of farm products, the farmer, they say, 
has realized a small net return on his 
labor and investment by reason of the 
increased cost of the articles necessary 
for him to purchase to carry on his 
business."

Cottagers Protest Against 
Lowering of Lake at 
Rome City. 


Rome City, Ind., Aug. 16.—The offi- 
cers and members of the Sylvan Lake 
Improvement association at a regular 
meeting in the Assembly Hall at Rome 
City entered a vigorous protest against 
the action of the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana Railway company in lowering 
the waters of the lake every year and 
efforts will be made to put a. stop to 
this practice, even if the 
association 
has to resort to the courts and 
pro- 
cure a writ of injunction. 


The 
alleged 
reason 
for the 
com- 
pany lowering the lake is that it is 
supposed to protect 
the 
company's 
bank against breaking out by reason 
of floods and high waters in the early 
spring. 


No Danger 
imminent. 


The association people, all of, whom 
are cottage owners, say that there is 
no danger of the bank going out and 
that if it had not been for a few mis- 
guided cottage owners who some years 
ago wanted the lake lowered to protect 
their boat landings and to kill off the 
weeds, the company would never have 
thought of doing such a thing. 


The cottagers point to the low con- 
dition of the water in the lake 
this 
year as one of the bad results of let- 
ting the water out. 
The flood gates 
were closed 
April 1, but since that 
time there has not been enough rain 
to fill the lake and its banks 
were 
therefore left in a muddy 
condition, 
and some of the Targe boats have not 
been able to run all summer. 
The 
lowering of the lake is held responsible 
for cutting out the big Labor Day cele- 
bration this year. 


The association prepared resolutions 
to be presented to the railroad com- 
pany and the hiatter was left with the 
directors to see what kind of an agree- 
ment can be reached and if possible to 
avoid goixtg into court. 
A representa- 
tive of the company was present at the 
meeting and It is understood he wa& 
given some plain tal straight from the 
shoulder.

Florence Nightingale, Angel 
of the Crimea. Dies at 
Age of 91. 


London, 
Aug. 
15.—Miss 
Florence 
Nightingale, "the angel of the Crimea," 
died here last night. 
She was 91 years 
old. 


Death came quietly to the 
woman 
who gave up her life to the caring for 
the sick and wounded. 
Few knew that 
in the big mansion in the West End 
taps were being sounded for the Good 
Samaritan whose deeds of mercy made 
her name almost hallowed by 
every 
race and country. 
Death resulted from 
complications brought 
about by 
her 
extreme old age. 


Was Idol of England. 


Florence Nightingale was the idol of 
England. 
The reputation she achieved 
at 
the bedside 
of 
England's 
sick, 
wounded and dying soldiers In the war 
of the Crimea in 1854 has grown with 
the passing years. 
The modest, useful 
life she led and her continued works 
of mercy proved her worthy in every 
way of the love bestowed upon her. 


Miss Nightingale was born in Flor- 
ence, Italy, May 12, 1820, and it was 
in honor of the "city of 
flowers" 
that 
she was named. 
Although her . father 
was a verj^ wealthy man, she insisted 
on learning all that there was to be 
learned about the profession of nursing 
and became famous as a "probationer" 
in London 
hospitals. 
Later 
on 
she 
went to France and subsequently 
to 
Germany. 
A few years later she was 
in Africa nursing Arabs with such ef- 
fect, says one of her biographers, "that 
the Moslems were 
almost 
convinced 
that the woman had a soul." 


England Makes Mistake. 


When the war of the Crimea broke 
out the British army sent to the front 
to help the French 
in the 
struggle 
with the Russians was not accompa- 
nied 
by the 
usual 
corps 
of 
women 
nurses. 


The struggle had been going on only 
a few months, however, when 
"Bull 
Run" Russell began 
sending 
to 
his 
English newspaper 
heartrending 
ac- 
counts of the frightful conditions that 
prevailed in the British hospitals and 
the horrible state of the wounded men. 
Instantly all England was in an up- 
roar, and for a time the British min- 
istry seemed tottering. 


Then, almost at the same moment, 
for their letters crossed 
each 
other. 
Florence Nightingale 
volunteered 
to 
take a corps of nurses to the front, and 
Herbert Sydney, the secretary of war, 
assigned to her such a commission. 


Oct. 15, 1854, Miss Nightingale 
set 
forth on her errand of mercy at the 
head of a corps of thirty-four women 
nurses and equipped, with most of the 
material for setting up a 
first-class 
field hospital. 


Four Miles of Wounded. 


Establishing herself on the 
heights 
of Scutari, near Constantinople, 
Miss 
Nightingale and her aids began 
the 
organization 
of a fi«<d hospital. 
At 
one time she had four miles of wound- 
ed—four miles of cots, side by side— 
with only thirty-four women to nurse 
her patients. 


Soon after this letters began coming 
In hundreds into the homes of Eng- 
land which established permanently In 
the hearts of the people the supremacy 
of Florence Nightingale 
among 
all 
English women. 
She was "the angel of 
the battlefield," "the 
angel 
of 
the 
Crimea," and these 
communications, 
written by soldiers as they lay 111 and 
dying in the rough, barracklike 
hos- 
pitals she had put up.

Nations were destroyed, but by heroic 
work of the firemen and troops In thfe 
early hours of the morning and the use 
of dynamite in blowing up buildings In 
the path of the 
flames 
the 
fire 
was 
oheoked. 


American Section Saved. 


Practically everything in the Ameri- 
can, Danish, Russian, Norwegian, Aus- 
trian, Japanese, Turkish 
and 
Swiss 
sections was saved. 
Only the facades 
of. the Italian and Spanish sections and 
about one-third of the entire French 
section, the latter containing a valua- 
ble art collection were burned. 


Fortunately the most priceless 
art 
treasures were removed by the police 
and employes beyond the reach of the 
flames 
and the pillaging criminals who 
attempted 
to take advantage 
of 
the 
disaster. 
The 
reproduction 
of 
the 
house of Rubens at Antwerpt contain- 
ing master pieces of Flemish art of the 
Rubens period, was not reached by the 
flames. 


In the Belgian and-British sections 
the 
flames 
spread with such rapidity 
that nothing wa.s .saved except the phin 
of the corning international exposition 
at Turin, Italy, in 1911. A strong gale 
carried the conflagration through 
the 
Kermesse, 
jammed;- with a 
Sunday 
crowd* of nearly 100';llb0 at the time of 
the outbreak 
with such speed it 
is 
considered a miracle that the panic- 
stricken masses were got out with 
a 
loss no greater than two killed 
and 
thirty injured. 
The property loss is 
very heavy. \ It includes Tiidor panel- 
ings from the Toronto museum, costly 
Morlaix tapestries and priceless furni- 
ture from the collections , of 
Barnard 
Moore. 
They were insured for $500,- 
000. 
Most of the dressmakers exposi- 
tion which were insured for ifnilllons 
were saved.

RECIPES. 


Fruit Soup. • 
__ 


Put four pints of cold water into a 
saucepan, add half a cupful of washed 
prunes, half a cupful of sliced apples, 
half a cupful of seeded raisins, half a 
cupful of currants and a small piece 
of cinnamon stick. 
Boil gently until 
the fruit is tender, replacing the water 
as it boils away. 
Rub it through a 
sieve. 
Add 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
vinegar, sweeten to taste and thicken 
with it two tablespoonfuls of sago or 
oatmeal. 


Custard and Jam Pudding. 


Scald one and one-half cupfuls of 
milk, add three eggs an(|> one-quarter 
of ,a cupful of sugar beaten together, 
and cook in a double boiler until It 
thickens. 
Take from the fire and add 
one-half of a box of gelatine, which 
has been soaked in one-half of a cup-» 
ful of 
cold 
water; 
when 
dissolved 
strain and flavor with one teaspoonful 
of vanilla. When cool potir a half-^inch 
layer of the custard into a mold and 
Bet aside until firm; then tilt the mold 
on one side and add a little more cus- 
tard, repeating until the sides are well 
coated. 
If set on ice the process will 
be .greatly facilitated. 
Fill the center 
of the mold with alternate layers of 
j«m—any 
kind 
preferred—and stale 
spongecakes soaked in wine or orange 
Juice, 
Over all pour the remainder of 
the custard and set the mold away in 
a cold place until the custard Is firm. 


Coeeanut Junket. 


Put four 
tablespoonfuls 
of finely 
chopped cocoanut into a quart of new 
milk, then place them in a warm oven 
for half an hour. 
Add two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, strain when dis- 
solved and add one Junket tablet dis- 
solved in

water. 
Stir in one small glassful of 
rum, then pour the junket into glasses

that belongs to his children. 
He be- 
came poor through his liberality and" 
court entanglements. 


The late chief declared continuous- 
ly during his declining years 
that 
politics made him a poor man. 
In 
1905 
he 
appeared in the celebrated 
case at Peru, when the Miami Indians 
sued for back taxes. 
The case then 
had been pending thirteen years. 
It 
was compromised and 
Godfroy 
re- 
ceived nothing, save the decree thftt 
he would be exempt from taxation for 
ten years. 


Chief's Speech Recalled. 


When the decision was announced 
the chief advanced to the bench and 
made a memorable speech, which has. 
been made a part of Indian history 
in the state. 
It was In part as fol- 
lows: 


When this case was commenced I 
was a rich man. 
I owned a flne farm 
and was worth $50,000. 
Now I am. 
so poQr that my credit for a dollar's 
worth of goods is worthless. 
Politics 
ruined me. Because I voted, the com- 
missioners thought I should pay taxes.- 
I never wanted 
to 
vote 
because

thought I had no right at the polls. 
My 
people 
should 
have 
remained 
away. 
But were urged, first by one 
party, then by another. 
My friends 
elected me road supervisor. 
I did not 
want the office, but I took It. 
These 
privileges, these honors,

summer cottagers, 
'and Angola, 
Its 
county seat, reaps considerable of the 
money harvest their presence brings. 


Steuben is known as the county of 
beautiful lakes. 
It has over fifty of 
them within its 335 miles of territory, 
thirty-five of which have names that 
are well known. 
Some are of consldr 
era'ole size, the largest. Lake James, be- 
ing a body of water of three square 
mile^ in 
extent. " Then comes 
clear 
Lake, Crooked Lake, Pish Lake. Gage 
Lake. Lake George, part of which is in 
Michigan, and Pleasant Lake, all of 
which are famous for the fish with 
which they are .stocked and their splen- 
did boating facilities. 


Lake James 
is only a few miles 
north of Angola, reached by an electric 
from this city, and it is the best pa- 
tronized of any of the lakes, especially 
on Sundays, when many hundreds visit 
it, most of whom 
come from 
Fort 
Waj'ne. 


Our Congressman's Homo. 


Here, in the midst of this group of 
lakes, is Angola, which has the dis- 
tinction of being the home town of the 
congressman of the Twelfth district 
Hon. Cyrus Cline. 
One of the lakes of 
this group. Center Lake, a compara- 
tively small body of water, however, 
skirts the edge of the town. 


Angola is a town of about 3,500 popi;- 
lation, first settled during the early 
forties of the last century. 
It is beau- 
tifully located, most 
of its 
business 
houses being ranged .around the four 
sides of its big public square. 
Its 
streets are lined with shade trees and 
handsome residences, one of the most 
imposing of which is that of Congress- 
man Cline, which is within a stone's 
throw of the town's business center.

If other plans of the same leaders do 
not fail R. A. Eal'.inger, ..secretary of 
the interior, will retire from President 
. Taft's cabinet shortly after the con- 
gressional inve.stigating committee re- 
ports next month. 
He is marked for 
destruction, and the end, it was said 
here last night on good authority, al- 
, ready is in sight. 


It also became plain, as heretofore 
expected, that Nelson W. Aldrich will 
not again be a candidate for the senate 
from Rhode Island. 
He, too, is set 
down by the new leaders of the party 
as one who must go. 


The word-went.-forth, «orne jtimev liso 
that Mr. Aldrich must not run again. 
liEst niffht it wtat made known he would 
not run. He told the preaident sb. ^

In the retirement of Mr. Balllnger, 
•the elimination o£\Sp,eaker Cannon, and 
the withdrawal of Senator Aldrich from 
public life, the leaders ^feel they h%ve 
trimmed a th^ republican . shijp: for 
voyaf e toward the fal^ elections. ; They 
think that/ from the shoulder of ithtf 
president 'tñree - burdens haVe been re- 
moved.' c . -, 
• 


Some go so far as to say:ithat'*in no 
other way could they vhave' faced toe 
coming flght with any chance of . suc-^ 
cess. 
They do not say 
Taft. lias: 
been responsible forali these 'acts, but 
they point with pride to the good effect 
they will have upon the. country. 
. 


It is ' understood in Beverly that In 
Mr. Balllnger, 
Speaker Cannon and 
Senator Aldrich the insurgents found 
mqre material for their battles with 
the regulars than In aiiyfhlngf\th^ Taft 
administration has done: or has failed 
to do. It is 'said in some quarters that 
the discouraging results in Kansas knd 
Iowa are, to be attributed to the fact 
the insurgents harped much upon the 
connection betwen the administration 
and these three men. 


With the active participation of the 
three in public affairs at. en end the 
new party leaders say the Insurgents 
will have not a leg left to. stand-upon 
and the democrats will lose ground Im- 
mediately. 


All Object to Elimination, 


Neither .Secretary Balllnger, Senator 
Aldrich, nor Speaker Cannon found his 
elimination to his taste, it is said here. 
The senator announced his retirement 
months ago, but for a time there was 
a feeling he might run again if . pressed 
to do so. 
-This is what the 
wèst 
thought, according to information that 
came to Beverly. 
And on that fact 
the west pondered much, not to the ád- 
vantage of? the republican party. 


Secretary Balllnger always has der 
dared he would not retire. 
But both 
he and 
Senator 
Aldrich 
were, per- 
suaded, so the story goes, to sacrifice 
themselves for the good of the party. 


Mr. Balllnger has lost all of his per- 
,sonai fortune in defending himself from 
the attacks made upon him. It is said 
one attorney's fee alone in the con- 
gressional investigation cost him $10,- 
000. 
If 
the secretary 
is to 
recover 
these losses, it Is declared he must soon 
resume the lucrative practice of law 
which he left In his home state to 
take up the arduous duties of head of 
the interior department. 


His retirement is« fixed for Sept. -15. 
The congressional committee will have 
reported by that time, and the date is 
sufficiently. early to take the so-called 
Balllnger issue out of the campaign. 


Speaker Cannon by his speeches In 
Kansas, some of those in touch with 
affairs declare, did much to help the 
Insurgents gain their victory. 
That 
fact perhaps. was the last straw that 
determined those who are attempting 
the rejuvenation of the party to tell 
Mr. Cannon, if he did not know it al- 
ready, that he must not run for speak- 
er again. 
It is said on behalf of "Un- 
cle Joe" he already 
has 
told close 
friends that he was not to be consid- 
ered in the contest for the speakership 
should the next house go republican. 


Represe:. ,ative McKInley, of Illinois, 
a close friond of Mr. Cannon, and 
chairman of the republican congres- 
sional campaign committee, was ask- 
ed here the other day if he thought 
"Uncle Joe" could be elected to the 
chair again. 


"I have not heard that he will be a 
candidate," was the significant re- 
ply. 


The Cannon : situation as a thing of 
the futüre is a little difficult to han- 
dle. 
Once It is known that the. presi- 
dent would like to see a change, how- 
ever, it Is believed all doubt as to the 
result would be removed. 


That Beverly 
Is 
being made the

effectively. 


Believe Move Means Victory. 


If the new leaders prevail the coun- 
try will know long before the election 
in November that the administration 
ie done with Balllnger, Aldrich and 
Cannon. 
They believe such 
knowl- 
edge means victory, a republican house 
next year and republican success in 
1912. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock, the 
real head of the republican national 
committee, has been to Beverly twice 
ill the last few days.

who was on scout through the west, 
reported yesterday, and Senator Win- 
throp Murray Crane drops into Bev- 
erly frequent^. 


In the political moves that he will 
make in future, as in some that he has 
made in the past, the president will 
use Senator Crane and Mr. Hitchcock, 
as well as Mr. McKInley and C. D.

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M^kes Statement on the 
Rubber Schedule of 
New Tariff. 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 12.—Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich has "come back." 


In a letter made public here la«t 
night, the Rhode Island senator makes 
denial in detail and In their (entirety of 
the charges made against him by Sen- 
ator Joseph L. Bristow, of Kansas, in 
recent 
campaign 
speeches 
dealing 
with the tarlif oh" rubber. 


Incidentally, Mr. Aldrlch pays hia 
respects In caustic language to Sena- 
tor Bristow and what he terms a "little 
group of 
men" entertaining 
opinions 
similar to those of the Kansan. 


The letter is addressed to William 
B. McKInley, of Illinois, chairman of 
the republican congressional 
commit- 
tee, and was sent to the headquarters 
of the committee, in this city. The ex- 
planation of the rubber duties and the 
denial of the charges made by Mr. 
Bristow are based upon the fi^t that 
Mr. Aldrich was called upon by a re- 
publican candidate for congress to fur- 
nish 
the 
facts 
connected 
with 
the 
changes made in the recent tariff act. 


Referring to the charges made by 
Mr. 
Bristow 
as 
"absurd 
misstate- 
ments," Mr. Aldrlch says the persistent 
reiteration of them 
impelled him 
to 
make a full statement. 
At the outset 
of his long letter the senator divides 
the speeches by Mr. Bristow Into five 
parts, each of which contained a speci- 
fic charge. 
He then dealt with these 
in order. 


In the first place, the senator de- 
clares. the increase from 30 to 35 per 
cent on a small number of articles of 
manufactured rubber was for the pur- 
pose of making the tariff uniform on 
kindred articles and 
facilitating 
the 
labors of the custom ofilclals. In thai 
connection .he makes public a letter 
to him frpm Gen. Thad S. Sharretts, a 
member of the New York board of gen- 
eral 
appraisers, 
asserting 
that 
the 
change was advisable and had been 
agreed to unanimously by the senate 
and house committees and by the con- 
ferees on the tariff bill at the earnest 
solicitation of the tariff experts of the 
treasury department. 


Liaying particular stress upon this 
charge 
made by 
Mr. 
Bristow, 
the 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee says that "neither I' nor any 
member of my family ever has had 
any pecuniary Interest as to whether 
the rates on manufactures of 
rubber 
were 30, 35, or 300 per cent, or whether 
crude rubber was on the free or duti- 
able list." 


Dealing then with charges that the 
Intercontinental Rubber company, of 


it advanced the price of crude rubber 
and controlled the world's supply, and 
that the company had paid enormous 
dividends, Mr. Aldrlch treats each sep- 
arately and at great length. 
• 


Without raising any Issues concern- 
ing the "progressive" -^campaign gen- 
erally,. Mr. 
Aldrich 
referred to 
Mr. 
Bristow and his Immediate associates 
as follows : 


"In the tariff discussions of 
other 
days the advocates of the protective 
policy usually have been called to meet 
In debate men with convictions on the 
subjects — democrats 
of 
character, 
whose • theories 
of 
government 
dif- 
fered completely from those held by 
republican 
protectionists—men 
who 
had some regard for the accuracy of 
their statements and some knowledge 
of the subjects they discussed. 


"Now, attacks 
upon 
a 
republican 
president and republican measures are 
led by men whose political existence' 
depends upon their capacity—and to 
this there seems to be« no limit—for 
misrepresentation 
and 
the 
Ignorance 
of their adherents. 
Strangely enough, 
this 
little 
group 
of 
men—small 
in 
number—rhas arrogated to Itself 
the 
leadership of the progressives, and its 
members prate about the treatment of 
the tariff as a moral question.

At noon of the next 
day, Wedell went to that home, and 
finding his wife, drew a revolver and 
shot her through the arm. Mrs. Wedell 
was taken to the hospital and the as- 
sailant was sentenced to six months in 
the county Jail for shooting with In- 
tent to kill. 
After serving that sen^ 
tence, he was given a similar term for 
assault and battery. 
After 
Wedell's 
release from jail the couple again be- 
gan living together and had been mak- 
ing their home at various places about 
the city. Before moving to South Cal- 
houn street, they lived at 115 West 
Washington street.

Mr. Braeuer. who Is in the employ of 
Mr. Randall, went to Rome City Thurs- 
day to repair the launch, which was 
out of order, and In the evening had 
gone with Mr. Pauley and the ladies 
for a ride on the lake. 
They had got 
Into the narrows when a break oc- 
curred in the pipe leading from the 
tank to the engine, 


A match was lighted to see what the 
trouble was and then an explosion, re- 
sulting from the ignited gasoline, fol- 
lowed. 
The launch caught fire and all 
efforts on the part of the occupants to 
extinguish the flames were unavailing 
and they Jumped overboard. 


A party of rescuers from the shore 
came to their aid while the girls and 
young men were clinging to the boat 
and saved them, carrying them to the 
shore In safety. 
After leaving it the 
launch sank to the bottom of the lake. 


In the explosion Mr. Braeuer had his 
face and hands qj:te badly burned and 
was taken

The launch -v^as valued at over $300 
and on it Mr. Randall. has no insur- 
ance upon which he can recover his 
loss.

Btrong, but the lighter baby Irish re- 
quires gentle treatment if it is to Jast 
a long time. 
The thread used is ' BO 
fine that It is apt to snap at any time, 
and when a broken thread is discov- 
ere4 it should not be allowed .to go 
further 
before 
being 
repairejj.. 
Any 
amateur iewer can do the mèndlng at 
thÎB stage, but if the stitches are al- 
lowed to run, tKen the lace must be 
sent to a professional. 


A noted lac2 maker says that 
the 
thread 
she 
uses 
for 
repairing 
Irish 
crochet 
is just 
the 
ordinary 
sewing 
cotton. 
N o 6Q is a good size, but the 
very 
finest 
lace will probably take a 
higher number still. - The torn lace is 
basted upon a foundation that Is sold 
for the purpose, though this

frankly admits' thatshe 
finds

thicknesses 
of 
newspaper basted

gether

foundation and piuch easier to handle 
than the bought article. 


She says she prefers the

A aimple* darning to and fro of the 
weak place« with a fine needle and or-: 
dlhary sewing cotton will be such a 
good reinforcement that there need be 
fto fear of a break .for soma time to 
come,. 
Bv»t this precaution is not al- 
ways taken, and when the laca comes 
back to the owner with a hole then the' 
best thing to do is to dampen it (the 
lace) àrfd baste the worn part down to 
n founfiation. With tho thumb and the 
first fintçer the frayed edges are drawn 
out and thei) it will be ceen whether 
the better plan will be to draw them 
together with the needle and thread or 
to cut them off, working in as a tiny 
patch.

An a m a t ^ r lace mender, I am told, 
usually puts in such a perfcct patch 
that its presence is visible to the moat 
casual observer, like the woman who 
pu'ts a square of new wall paper over

Irregular 
edges are better in both cases. 


When the net is too far gone and the 
design is still good, the latter can be 
transferred to a new foundation, but 
i; is, of course, quite a tedious prc- 
c.^ss, and only those who are willing 
to be patient .'should begin such a piece 
of work, especially if it is large.

the very laws of life. 
And to evisry 
one who has the slightest appreciation 
of life, idleness is disgusting In the ex- 
treme, quite beneath the dignity and 
wholly unworthy of manhood. 


"There 
is 
no 
excellence without 
great labor" Is the law of life. And the 
Book of Nature on every page verifies 
the truth of this statement. 
Our very 
existence is the product of contending 
forces. 
Life, 
persists 
through 
its 
struggle with death. 


Astronomers tell us that the moon 
has lost its rotary motion and no long- 
er turns upon its axis. 
And in conse- 
quence of its loss of activity one side 
glows with perpetual day, while the 
Dther is wrapped in endless night. 
Its 
itmosphere has disintegrated, leaving 
.leither air nor water. 
And all forms 
3f life, both of animal arid vegetable. 
It there ever were any, have ceased to 
Bxist. 
And because of this the moon 
Is called a dead planet, and ever hangs 
Defore us 
in perpetual 
idleness, 
a 
itriklng example 
of 
inactivity 
and 
leath. 


Idleness Produces Death. 


And the 
records 
of 
human life 
through all its varied evolutions bear 
t like testimony. 
It has ever been a 
•ace for life In which the "survival of 
;he fittest" has determined the 
win- 
ner. 


We see that everywhere in nature 
Idleness produces death, but 
activity 
flevelops 
life. 
And ever In the onward 
iweep of human progress, 
decadence 
iP the 
result 
of 
inactivity, 
while 
ichlevement is the product of 
great 
labor. 


In Matt. 20:7: 
"They say unto him, 
Because no man hath hired us. 
He 
Baith unto them, Go ye also into thel 
irineyard; and whatsoever is right, that 
Bhall ye receive." 


The answer of those addressed is an 
attempt to excuse their idleness. 
And 
probably no other passage of 
scrip- 
ture Is more universally quoted, ver- 
batim or In substance, in 
every-day 
life than this. 
The tramp that calls at 
the back door for a hand-out of old 
clothes and 
something to eat, 
when 
asked why he is in that condition re- 
ples: 
"Because no m a n hath 
hired 
me." 
The street-loafer, when 
asked 
why he Is not at work, always begins 
a tirade against the hard times, be- 
cause no man 
hath 
hired him 
and 
there Is nothing to do. 
; 


This scripture Is also much used, or 
more properly speaking much abused. 
Ir the church. 
Often when a minister 
looks over 
the church 
roll he 
finds 
many names that have no personality 
In the church life. 
In other words he 
finds a host of idlers, who are worth 
nothing to God or m a n so f a r as spir- 
itual life is concerned. 
They give lit- 
tle or 
nothing 
for 
the 
support of 
Christ's kingdom, even when 
abund- 
antly able; 
they 
neglect 
the bible 
school and prayer meeting altogether; 
they seldom 
or 
never 
attend 
the 
church 
services; 
they 
deny 
them- 
selves the pleasures and blessings of 
Christian fellowship 
and 
the 
sweet 
communion of the Lord's table; 
they 
openly and before the world treat the 
whole cause of Christ with a spirit of 
Indifference and neglect, that is hurt- 
ful and damaging in the extreme. And 
when asked why they are not at work 
Ir the Master's vineyard, but stand all 
the day idle, they reply. Because we 
find nothing to do. 


Th® Work That Calls Us. 
'Our Lord's reply, "Go ye also into 
the vineyard," takes away from hu- 
manity forever all possibility of ex- 
cuse for Idleness iri the great fertile 
fields 
of Christian duty. 
The 
king- 
dom of Christ suffers much loss every 
day from lack of workers. 
The harv- 
est truly is plenteous, but the laborers 
are few. 
Every one In the church and 
In the world, who has a mind to work 
for the highest interests of mankind, 
can find abundant opportunity in tho 
service of the Lord. 
The ranks 
are 
full In no department of labor, and the 
urgent need of more consecrated work- 
ers Is deeply felt. 


From 
out the ajwful 
darkness of 
heathen Ignorance come the extended 
hands and pleading voices of a billion 
souls, asking for light that they may 
be delivered from the cruelties of su- 
perstition and idolatry. 
And of 
the 
five hundred millions of souls in the 
so-called 
Christian lands there 
Is a 
ikrge percentage 
without 
God 
and 
without hope in the world. 
And. so 
long as one of these souls remains un- 
saved there Is work to be done in the 
kingdom of Christ. 
For one soul Is 
worth 
the entire concentrated 
effort 
of the kingdom. 
And confronted by 
such a stupendous work, how dare any 
one 
stand all the day idle and say 
there Is nothing to do? 


But, before the evangelization of the 
¡vorld can be fully realized, there is a 
;remendous work to be done 
among 
the Christian nations 
in 
overcoming 
the organized forces of sin that have 
i)een eating like a cankering .«¡ore a t 
the heart of our civilization. 
And the 
commanding place 
which 
we 
hold 
among the Christian nations demands 
that we take the leading part, both in 
thé work of moral reform and world 
evangelism. 
And It takes but a super- 
flelal glance at our national life to re- 
real tjje fact t h a t we have much to do 
ftt homo before we can worthily per- 
form 
tlris 
national 
and 
Christian 
world-wide function. 
•' Our'body politic is much 
diseased. 
On wvery Band are to be seen all kinds 
of• dlrtMin«rft methods in getting office, 
»rt» power of the great poll tlcal parties 
htui largely passed Into the haifds of- 
^lltlcal monopolies and demagogues, 
WÎ10 do not fail to use this power for 
their own 
advantage. 
Intellect and 
eharacter are no longer sufficient qtial- 
Iflcatlons for high office. The essential 
««qiitsite is financial backing. 
It takes 
money to be elected to any office of 
' loip<nrtaAee. And in addition to elec- 
fkai fmiids there is much corrupt leg- 
^ 
ffltaUon and administration. 
Monev 
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has become a- potent factor of corrup- 
tion In our whole political organiza- 
tion.- And herein Is neeji for à great 
work of reform. 
The time has come 
when Christian citizenship must assert 
Itself and Christian patriotism 
must 
manifest itself, not in slavery to a po- 
litical boss, nor in blind allegiance to 
a political party, but In fidelity to the 
highest interests of our national life.

And so strong 
has been the mercenary spirit and so 
eager the race for gold that 
financiers 
have very often lost sight of the value 
of business Integrity and almost any 
method that will yield enormous pro- 
fits has become legitimate in the eye;? 
of the great financial world. 
The East 
India company found the opium trade 
with China very profitable. And when, 
at the expiration of its charter In 1834, 
it lost its'monopoly, this lucrative busi- 
ness was taken up by a number of 
English merchants. 
Soon the

habit became very common among the 
masses of thé Chinese, and Its baleful 
Influences were

evident.

more educated class felt that the habit

an army, compelled them to pay one

as a war indemnity, and forced them

There are no words In human lan- 
guage that can express the depth of 
woe, no figures of speech that can pic- 
ture the hopeless ruin in the life of the 
victim of this curse, for it runs as deep 
a s the deepest experience of the soul. 
But I 'wish that I could draw back the 
curtain, and reveal to you In a great 
panoramic view the wreck of its ac- 
cursed power; for It would steel your 
heart and nerve your arm against It 
forever. 
I wish that I could open the 
to open five ports to the English mer- 
^f the drunkard's home and let 


chants with full right to carry on the 
ruinous opium traffic. 
England forced 
a helpless nation against Its will to 
take a poison that has blasted Its life 
and riveted upon it a habit from which 
it ¿an not recover for centuries. 
And 
it was all for gold. 


No sooner was our fiag unfurled In 
the Philippines than cargo after cargo 
of intoxicating liquors were unloaded 
upon the islands, not only permitted 
by our government, but also protected 
by It. From the land whence came the 
promise of freedom came also a slavery 
more tyrannical and i-uirious than even 
that of the Spanish government. 
And 
gold was the consideration.

sionary sent to the islands with bible 
in hand to draw the dark lives out into 
the light and liberty of the Gospel of 
Christ, and claim them for everything 
n o b l c a n d true unto life eternal, was 
everywhere followed by the dramshop 
keeper.

there; let you look upon the sad face 
of the wife, whose eyes have become 
hollow and sunken with watching and 
weeping; 
let 
you

shivering with cold and hear them cry- 
ing for bread. 
I wish that I could 
show you the Interior of the gambling 
den, foul with the odors of tobacco and 
strong drink, and let you look upon the 
bloated face, the blood-shot eyes, and 
hear the vulgar Jokes and coarse re- 
mark, which shows that the last vestige 
of moral manhood Is dead. 
I wish that 
I could show you how many of 
the 
raving 
maniacs In the asylums 
and 
how much of the simpering Idiocy in 
the Institutions for feeble-minded are 
the wrecks of Intemperance. 
I wish 
that I could take youithrough th'é halls 
of the penitentiaries of our land, and 
let you see the faces behind the bars, 
many 
of them young men who 
had 
brilliant prospects for a useful future. ! 
And I wish that you might hear them 
say that they are there because they 
committed 
cringes while their 
brains 
were fired with drink. 


The Drunkard's Heart. 


If I could draw back the veil of life 
and let you look Into the 
drunkard's 
heart, the vision of corrupted morals, 
vicious desires, dead 
manhood, 
lost 
self-respect, shattered 
Intellect, 
and 
hopeless despair would win you body 
and soul to the cause of temperance. 


I would not have j'ou look upon this 
gruesome picture of sin and shame ^nd 
woe and depravity out of idle curiosity, 
or with the thought that it might help 
you to live a more righteous life.

And let us remember that our deliv- 
erance is not to be accomplished by a 
hero like Theseua of old, who will de- 
stroy this monster and free his people 
from Its power. 
But this is also work 
to be accomplished in the vineyard of 
Christ. 
It depends upon the 
heroic 
action of the - Christian citizenship of 
the nation. 


W e hear 
much In political 
circles 
about the great needs of the \ country. 
But our grreatest national need is the 
whole Christian world's greatest need. 
And that Is a great religious revival 
that would stir the hearts of men and 
women, who In the mad rush fo^ gold 
have Indifferently passed by the vital 
issues of life; and that would awaken 
them to their own needs and to the 
needs of the world around them; 
and 
that would constrain them also to en- 
ter Into the Lord's vineyard and labor 
for the moral and spiritual victory of 
truth. 


With such a vision of need before 
our eyes and so many pleading voices 
ringing in our ears, how dare we stand 
all the day Idle as If there were noth- 
ing to do? 
Is It because we have no 
more Interest In ourselves and families 
than the temporal things of life? Does 
life mean no more to us than eating 
and drinking and keeping w a r m ? Life 
means that much to the

and 
herds grazing upon the hills around us. 
But to every one who enters 
as

laborer Into the vineyard of Christ, life 
mean's the attainment to the Infinitude 
of soul possibility.

crowd gazed, too, on him who healed, 
and on those who were healed, 
and 
they, burst forth- in tumultuous praise. 


"And followed him." There were the 
two men whose sight had 
been 
re- 
stored. 
They had no need any longer 
to sit by the wayside to beg. And they 
joined the happy throng on the way to 
the Passover at Jerusalem. 
We must 
think thoy followed .Tesus so closely 
that they cither mingled with the dis- 
ciples or followed very near to them. 
The crowd would sympathlzingly make 
room for them.

sorrow; hear those words of wonder; 
look at the eternal Son humbling him- 
self there for you, and ask yourself as 
you gaze fixedly on him, whether he 
v/hose only hope,is in that cross of ab- 
solute 
self-sacrifice and 
self-abase- 
ment can have to cherish in himseli 
one self-complacent action. 
Let 
the 
Master's words 
ring 
in 
your ears: 
"How can ye believe who receive honor 
one of another, and seek not the honor 
that Cometh from God only?" "Boast- 
ers 
are 
cousins 
to 
liars," 
says the 
proverb. 


The Steps of Ambition. 


Another 
proverb 
says: 
"Content- 
ment is better than wealth." Ergasilus, 
the homeless and penniless parasite of 
Plautus, claimed to be Luck, Gaiety, 
Safety and Joy, because he was con- 
tented, but far better.than such con- 
tentment would have been an ambition 
to be independent of others. Men have 
been too . lavish of the lash ion ambi- 
tion, for no man succeeds either 
in 
business or religion without it. 
One 
of 
S h a k e s p ^ r e ' s 
characters 
says: 
"Ambition has but two steps: the low- 
est, blood, the highest envy." 
It has 
many noble steps between these two 
extremes that lead us to excellence of 
character and achievement. 
The a m - 
bition'» whose motto is: 
"What 
thou 
\5:ouldst highly that wouldst holily," is 
a noble ambition. 
There Is, of course, 
an ambition like Tlichelieu's, "Breath- 
ing the air of hate and seeing daggers 
in the ^-es of men," but there is also 
an ambition that breathes the air of 
prayer, and sees in humanity harvest 
fields 
for Christian effort; an 
ambi- 
tion that works inward to renew us, 
and upward to make us Christlike, and 
outward to turn many to righteous- 
ness; an ambition that sings: "Tiiear- 
er, my God. to thee," and pra;-s, "I 
will not let thee go except thou bless 
me," and. struggles 
to 
"comprehend 
v.-^ith all saints what is the height and 
depth, and length and breadth of the 
love of God which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord."

The íáñrfte of severiil specie« 
of moths may be found in chestnut«, 
beechnuts, hiipkorynuts, haselnuts and 
acorns, particularly In nuts that have 
their shells broken so as to i;»ermlt 
easy entrance, to the kernel by the 
Insects. , The d a m a ^ wrought by the 
class ot insects known as snout bee« 
ties, however, is greatly in excess of 
. tha¿ done by all other kinds combined.

This snout is carried 
projecting forward like an elephant's 
trunk, as is the case with the plum 
snout beetle.

The lack of edu- 
cation has whetted their ambition to 
"be iomebody," and to ba somebody 
they must have aid. 
Therefor« they 
turn to the man wltjh the education 
along the line they wish to move. 


The surgeon studies for years bafora 
he ever touches a knife or instrument. 
It would be impossible for him to be- 
come a surgeon, either by watching 
the work of others or by experiment- 
ing alone on human bodies. 
He must 
first p o s s w knowledge of anatomy. 


And how is It ^ith the man upon

The grease that will prevent 
a hot bOx is agricultural education. 
''Clrease" the brains of our boys and 
glris and the-wagon will run éaiy. The 
iOad will be • success. 


But some may be asking what the 
motive power is. 
There is none yet'— 
aave thè natural law of gravitation and 
momentum. 
The wagon of life is only 
coasting. 
It will take a long time to 
reach the bottom of tlie 
hill—the 
"Valley 
of Jpe«olation"^where 
the 
lands have been robbed and impover- 
ished and the nations of earth will 
starv*. But by that time a new motive 
power will have beén found. 
It will 
be Ambition, who with bowed neck 
and sturdy legs, champing upon the 
bit of resolution will pull the load to 
the top of the hill, 


But enough of dreaming and back 
to earth now. 


Farming is a business-^Just as any 
other occupation. 
Yet. It is the most 
negligently conducted of all. 


The average farmer is one because 
his father was or because his lot made 
him one. 
And his son will probably 
be a farmer, too, because he knows 
more about farming than 
anything 
else. 
Tet unless this boy has caught 
the true spirit of "-ie farm and loves 
the work; unless 
o sees the beauty 
of the life that throbs in everything 
around him.>-he cannot make a sud- 
C9S and will farm simply to make a 
living. 


The love of farming is peculiar only 


to the best'farmers—^the ones who 
love and understand their woirk. 
ifti 
man can succeed at any work he does 
not love. 
The farmer who does not 
love his work, who does not love his 
stock,, his crops, his very home, is not 
likely to make the succesi that the 
man who does love his 
work 
will 
make. 


No class of work requiree a higher 
grade of training or special qualiflca- 
tions than farming. 


The 
Southern 
farmer 
has 
been 
sleeping upon his oars. 
The fish have 
been striking all around. Re has been 
baiting the hook and the other fellow 
has been doing the "stringing." 


The cry of "back to the farm" Is 
yelled the loudest by those who have 
an ax to grind. 
It is usually the rail- 
road president who notice» deeresised 
tonnage, or the real estate man, who 
has farm lands for sale. 


The restoration pf rural life depends 
upon the farmers themselves. 
They 
alone must solve the problem and up- 
on them depends the saving of the 
rural South to the white race. 


The cotton crop of the South Is made 
by the "one-horse" farmer; the little 
fellow In the fork of the creek; the 
Uttle fellow who drives a mouse-cOl» 
ored mule (for which he paid an ex- 
orbitant price) to a cheap plow (that 
cost him •dearly); the litre fellow who 
actually plows the ground, plants the 
seed, cultivates the crop and picks it 
with the aid of his blue eyed babies 
arid wife. 
He is the backbone of the 
feoath. 
• 


If the world dapends upon the big 
cotton plantation i owners for cotton i,t 
would ge SLlmost jiaked. 
They 
are 


planters only in name. They hold and 
control thousands of acres, but they 
sublet their lands to ignorant negroes 
and sap a living from these. 


The greatest curse of the South to- 
day is its big plantations and the sub- 
letting of these lands to negro tenants. 
It is ruining the rural South to the 
white racfe. 


There i s a certain farmer in Chester 
county. Tenn., (and there are thou- 
sands like him) who owns a little farm 
of sixty acres. 
It is a jewel. 
He lives 
upon it; buys nothing save sugar, salt, 
coffee, clothes, and farm Implements 
and tools. 
Yet his dear little home is 
entirely surrounded by negro "share 
croppers," and his closest white neigh- 
bor is eight miles away. 
He fears to 
leave his wife at home in the day 
time and is afraid to send his little 
girls to the county 'school. He is pros- 
perous enough to send them to col- 
lege, but hates to take them from their 
mother, who would be all alone dur- 
ing the long, long day. 
He has every- 
thing on his farm to make life attrac- 
tive, music, books, etc., except decent 
companionship. 


Oh, the pity of such cases! 
And yet there is a solution to these 
terrible problems that face the South- 
ern farmers. 
It cannot be worked by 
the "back to the farm" cries. 
It can 
be worked only by the farmers them- 
selves. 


The bi^nning point must be with 
our boys and girls. 
Just so long, as 
they have to gaze upon black cotton 
stalks all fall, winter and spring, just 
so long as they must live in isolation 
and be denied the pleasure of com- 
panionship; just so long as they must 


sit in uncomfortable rural schools and 
be taught by teachers who know little 
more than themselves—^just so long 
will they want to leave ^he farms and 
seek the crowded cities and 
towns 
with their glamour of life. 


It cannot be denied (except dishon- 
estly) that city life is pleaaanter than 
country life in the South. 


It is . easy enough for glib-tongued 
writers 
to 
dream 
of 
the 
limpid 
streams, the song of birds, the smell 
of new-tumed earth and the whistle of 
tho barefoot boy in the field. But the 
limpid streams are far, far fewer than 
stagnant bayous, and baked fields and 
red gullies are in greater evidence than 
the new-tumed earth. 
Tired, worn- 
out, discontented boys are far more 
numerous than the whistling kind. 


No wonder boys and girls leave the 
fanns. 
No wonder th^y do not love 
their home as they should, and all 
the talk in the world telling them of 
the evils of city life will not dis- 
courage that desire to go there. 


The city boy or girl who goes to the 
country to live is rarely ever content 
He or she does not like the quiet and 
the inconveniences and longs to get 
back to town. It is far easier to alien- 
ate a country boy from country life 
than it is to make a city boy forget 
the city. 


We want the boys and girls to love 
t h e 
farm, 
the 
growing 
crops, 
the 
sweet-scented 
clover, 
the 
blooming 
orchards, blooded stock, etc., and to 
think out the problems of life as typi- 
fied in the mysteries of nature. 
And 
we want them to hate conditions that 
deprive them of the ability to love 
and strive for such things. 


NEW DAIRY RECORD 


It remained for the Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Columbia. Mis- 
souri, to ratse and develop the dham^ 
pion Dairy Cow of all the world. Mis- 
sorl Chief Josephine, a Holstein-Frie- 
slan cow finished her six months test 
on 
July 
ISth. 
producing 
17,«0S.« 
pounds, and average of 98.4 pounds of 
milk daily for 183 days. This is equiva- 
lent to 46.7 quarts, or 11.8 gallons 
every day. Her highest record for one 
day was llO.a pounds. 
This recor^d is 
the 
more 
remarkable 
because 
no 
ipeoial preparation 
had been 
made 
for this test and Josephine has done 
har iuU duty In the regular 
dairy 
herd of the Unlreraity. having 
had 
five caives In five and one-half years. 


Not only has thir record smaahed 
all previous world's records for milk 
production, but the per cent, of butter 
fat Is increasinr dally, so that, barring 
accidents this cow will undoubtedly 
produce more butter during e. ojeriod 
o: twelve months than anr other cow 
that 
has ever 
been 
tested 
In 
the 
r»rid. 
. 


This cow Is but one of a number of 
rawiarkable cows owned by the Uni- 
versity of Missouri an< 
maintaloed 
solely for the instruction of its stu- 
dents in Agrleulturt and for investiga- j 
tional purposes. 
Only twenty Jersey 
cows in the history of the world have 
produced more than 700 pounds of 
butter In one year. 
Five of 
these 
cows, or 25 percent, of the total num- 
ber are owned and were bred by this 
Missouri 
institution. 
The 
College 
owns more than 800 pure bred and 
registered 
animals, 
belonging to 17 
distinct breeds.

using pure and uniform stocks of seed 
whole varietal charaeteristlca 
adapt 
them to distlnet local conditions and 
market requlremaati. 
Another con- 
sideration is the faot that the growing 
of seed orops of these vegetables can 
ba undertaken 
without any 
radical 
change In farm practlca or material 
Increase In ftirm equipment. 
Theae 
conditions make this 
Industry 
wall 
worth the attention of farmers who 
are located where soil and 
climatic 
oondltlons are favarabla for the best 
development of such seeda.

The fanner who contemplates under- 
taking saad crop farming, will do well 
to conaldar thoroughly the many ela- 
manta which enter Into profits.

General farming Is practically an 
unknown enterprise in the island of 
Ceylon. 
In the early days of 
the 
British occupation the European pop- 
ulation was to'- small and widely scat- 
tered to indue® any capitalist to em- 
bark on such a venture. 
Every/ivall- 
able acre of land was planted in coffee 
and such subsidiary source of profit 
making as general farming was never 
seriously thought of. 
Tea succeeded 
coffee as the chief industry, and the 
new capital that flowed into the Island 
was all invested in ft. 
Tea is still a 
great 
Industry, 
but 
a 
greater 
has 
sprung up in rubber, and with two 
such profitable openings for capital It 
is not surprising that 
farming 
ha? 
failed to attract the attention it de- 
serves. . 


To commemorate a rojral visit in 
18?0 a wealthy Singhalese philanthro- 
pist donated i.OO.OOO rupees (882,442) 
to opeit-a model farm. 
The governor 
made a grant of land in Colombo for 
the ^ t e of the farm and appointed a 
committee to arrange the lines on 
which it was to be worked. 
Cattle, 
sheep and pigs were Imported from 
Europe, 
substantial 
buildings 
were 
put up. and for a time it appeared 
that the model farm was going to be 
true to its liame. 
But the experiment, 
it appears, was based on wrong lines. 
The site was altogether 
unsuitable, 
being subject to periodical 
inunda- 
tions. 
The upkeep of the farm swal- 
lowed ^ all the available money, 
the 
venture went from bad to worse, and 
finally 
a severe fiood carried oiS all 
for gk^wlnir seed at very low prices—.the live stock, damaged the buildakgs, 
even lower than that at which grain and brought the experiment to an end 
of these same species can be sold on; within a few years. 


the market. 
Such a condition might 
be due to any of several causes, but 
usually rests on an over supply or a 
demand for an inferior product. 


The general tendency now, 
how- 
aver, is decidedly In the other direc- 
tion, and both seed dealers and seed 
growers can do much by cooperation 
to further this tendency. 


Dealers should not buy by sample, no 
matter how good the^iamples may be, 
but should endeavor to limit his sup- 
ply to seed which he knows was grown 
from pure and true stock seed and, as 
far as possible, to that which 
was 
subject while growing to his own in- 
spection. 
Knowledge, experience, and 
care, on the part of the grower will, 
also contribute much to a higher stan- 
dard, 
and 
consequently 
to 
^igher 
prices and better market 
conditions 
generally.

F E L U N G TREES BY EM:CTRICITY. 


According to a statement Issued by 
the Siemens-Schuckert

Berlin, Germany, the felling of treea 
by m e a n r o f wires heated by electric 
currents, which has been described In 
various newspapers, cannot be accom- 
plished in a practical and economical 
manner, for the following reasons: 
The wire, to eût effectively, must be 
very tightly stretched and Is therefore 
very liable to rupture. In consequence 
of its high temperature. 


The 
redhot 
Wire 
carbonizes 
the 
wood, and the charcoal, If allowed to 
accumulate, protects the Interior parts 
from the heat of the wire. 
In order 
to remove the charcoal, the wire must 
be roughened and moved to and fro 
lengthwise, so that the operation la 
still a sort of sawing, and the motion 
and roughening increase the liability 
to rupture.

Next to proper picking comes grad« 
Ing, and many growers consider thjt 
the most Important operation in pre* 
paring fruit s^d vegetables for mar* 
ket: This work can best ba started la 
the field with the growing of th» crop. 
Careful cultivation means fewer euUi 
and less expense for sorting and srad« 
Ing. 


Usually fruits and vegetables ara 
divided into three grades, "Flrata" of 
"Primes," 
"Seconds" 
and 
-'Culla.®* 
"Firsts" must be uniform i?i «Isa color 
and shape, of an even degree oi ripe« 
ness, and free from Insect injurieco 
bruises and all other defects. 
"See* 
onds" mxist be good, fairly uniform 
specimens, not noticeably marked by 
insects or other damage. 
"Culls" are 
those specimens which are left. 


Each package should be filled with 
the same grade throughout. 
If this is 
done the top layer may be faced by 
arranging one to three layers of fioilt 
to increase the attractivenesii of the 
package. . This is honest and perfectly 
legitimate, provided the entire con- 
tents are of the same grade as thoa« 
placed ox> top.

Pall and winter apples for the local 
market may be allowed to fully ripen 
but should be picked before the mel« 
lowing process begins. 
Summer, fall* 
and winter varieties for long-dlstanc« 
shipment or storage should be gather* 
ed as soon as fully grown and colored. 
The fruit should be allowed to become

packed in boxes. 
Apples of this kind 
frequently sell on the Chicago, New 
York and other big markets at 5 centa 
each, while if they were packed in- 
discriminately in barrels they would 
not bring one-third of that sum.

Murder was the evident aim of' 


men, as no effort was made to secure a 
sack which Rock had, containing mor 
than $2,000. • 


Hock fell off Ws wagon and drag- 


ged himself to a. nearby house, hi 
team having rim away. 


Kock did not gee the men and doe 


not have any suspicion as to thel 
identity, but they are believed to be 
Italians holding a*grudge against him. 
There are 
two 
factions among tho 


Italians working at the quarries and 
mills at Oolitic, one of which is head- 
ed by Rock. A few years aso Rock's 
house was being stoned and he fired 
into the dark, killing one of the men. 
Rock was tried for murder, but ac- 
quitted. Since then he has received a 
number of threatening and warnin_sr 
letters-
